Dear Carol, you asked us (me) how I liked the reunion. Yes, I enjoyed 
it so much. The only thing I thought later was that I should have talked 
with each of you more - I guess I was over excited to sit with you quietly 
and listen to your talk. Phoebe was doing it, I know. I missed that, and 
it was my fault. Too bad. That is why I do appreciate dinner 
conversation at the banquet. Patty, Shirley, Gwen and probably Julia’s 
husband were there. We talked about technological progress in Japan and 
then Patty mentioned about Pearl Harbour attack by Japanese Navy. It was 
good for me to know how you feel about Japan’s conducts during the war. 

When I was at M.E.S. I was still too young and couldn’t understand 
anything. I've learned more since then - not just about what was 
happening during the war days but in the post war period and even now. . 

We hear much about Japanese people who were living in China (occupied^ 
by Japan in early 1930’s), repatriated after Japan’s defeat in starvation, 
poverty, rape, etc. Many babies were left in China and have been brought 
up by Chinese people who were not at all rich. It took almost 40 years 
for some of those babies and children to come back to 




Japan (no diplomatic relations were established for years): most of them 

couldn't speak a word of Japanese, and still have difficulties in finding 
jobs and earning their living. 

Another difficulty they have is their foster parents who are left in 
China: most of them are aged and left in solitude. We could hardly hear 
their stories without tears. Nowadays, there are many teachins, forums, 
rallies through which we learn about the truth of our aggressive war, and 
people (of our age particularly) are trying to have young people see the 
reality and never repeat the same sin, not only in Japan but also in our 
neighbouring countries. There are problems of Japanese multinationals who 
have advanced in the developing countries in Asia (Malaysia, South Korea, 
Philippines, Singapore, etc.) for cheap labour. Again! Same thing is going 
to happen! 

It’s so difficult to convey our thought based on experience to younger 
generation - even those in their 40*s, 30’s, and 20’s. But we have to do 
something, and do it in every possible way. 

Rapid technological changes are all right, but they are bringing about 
difficulties, too. Of course, I don ? t oppose them, but technological 
changes must be accompanied with happiness of men all over the world, 
don’t they? - even including African people who are dying or on the brink 
of starvation to death. 

I’ve written too long - Please cut it short. I’ve been wondering how 
every one of you has been doing all these years, so I’m looking forward to 
the publication you’re planning. 

I’ve been extremely busy since I came home. There were a few 
international conferences and been helping them in a way of translating 
materials, reports, speeches, etc. from English to Japanese and vice 
versa . 

I’m so happy to know Miss Layton is well. I hope I can live up to 
her ! !
